‘Has Had 489 


Cases Since 
Appointment 


Atty. Richard K. Gordon, trial 
justice of Andover, in a statement 
to The Townsman today defends 
the operation of the local court in 
face of charges made last week 
that the office of trial justice in 
Massachusetts was ‘‘more or less 
of a racket,’’ 

Speaking before the Judiciary 
committee in Boston last week on 
his bill to have the office in this 
state abolished, Rep. J. Everett 
Collins noted that only one of the 
10 trial] justices in Massachusetts 
turned in more money to the county 
treasury than was paid in salaries 
and expenses. He estimated that it 
cost the state $10,000 a year to 
keep the trial justices in office. 

In his statement today Atty. Gor- 
don said: 

‘‘The people of Andover are en 
titled to be given the truth about 
their tria] justice court. Since the 
death of Police Chief George A, 
Dane last November the Andover 
board of selectmen have directed 
the activities of the police depart- 
ment. During this time no cases 
have been brought into court by 
the police department, and conse- 


'quently no court sessions have 


been held, 

‘I think it is significant to note 
that prior to the death of George A. 
Dane and during my administration 
of the court we averaged 14 cases 
a month, As a result the people of 
Andover were afforded a maximum 
amount of protection from speeders 
and other traffic violators when it 
became common knowledge that 
you could not get away with that 
sort of thing in Andover,

This was 
originally true, but our board of 
health, board of public works and 
committee on water and sewerage 
have since recommended the more 
efficient and less expensive filter

Many Andover citizens must have

This article is to see if the town will require the 
selectmen, when sitting as selectmen (at times they 
sit as the board of public welfare and as a board of 
assessors) to hold such sittings open to the public. 


For the best interest of the public, now and in the 
future, this article should be adopted.
